(2) When between the date of completion of the 
age of 21 and the date of surrendering the unit 
certificate an income distribution is declared by 
the Trust, such income distribution shall also be 
deemed to have been automatically reinvested 
in further units. 

(3) In the event of death of the child, income dis- 
tribution declared between the date of death and 


the date on which the claims of the legal repre- 
sentatives ot the deceased are admitted by the 
Trust shall be deemed to have been automati- 
cally reinvested in further units. 

2. In paragraph 14, the words “on the date the child 
has completed the t ige of 21” shall be substituted by “on 
the date the child surrenders the uffit certificate to the 
Trust”. 

3. In paragraph 15, the words “on the date the child 
has completed the age of 21” shall be substituted by the 
words “on the date the child has surrendered the unit 
certificate to the Trust”. 

4. In paragraph 17, items (a) and (b) shall be substi- 
tuted by the following : — 

‘(a) issue to the persons so entitled a unit certificate 
covering the units comprised in the certificate 
surrendered as well as units deemed to have 
been allotted, in multiples of tejn, and re- 
purchase the balance of units (including frac- 
tional units), if any, at the repurchase price 
ruling on (he date on which the claims are 
admitted by the Trust; or 

‘(b) repurchase the units comprised in the certificate 
surrendered as well as the units deemed to have 
been allotted (inculdinc fractional units) at the 
repurchase price ruling on -the date on which 
the claims arc admitted by the Trust, if so de- 
sired by the persons so entitled.
